"Reports  from  local  cotton  brokers  last  week  were  of  a  more 
encouraging  nature  than  have  been  received  since  the  first  of  the 
year.    Several  have  taken  orders  this  week  that  were  of  a  larger 
amount  than  several  weeks  put  together  of  recent  date.     While  a 
great  deal  of  this  business  was  for  spots,  it  was  believed  that 
a  few  mills  were  anticipating  their  needs  while  the  market  was 

still  comparatively  low.  ^

"Brokers  throughout  Now  England  who  control  spot  cotton  have 
received  most  of  the  business  for  the  demand  has  boon  for  quick 
shipment.

"The  weather  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  week  was  unfavourable  but 
improved  later.      Progress  is  normal  but  the  delay  remains  about  the 
same  and  fruiting  on  the  lower  branches  remains  poor.      Climatic  con- 
ditions in  August  will  play  .an  important  part  in  the  final  yield. 
.  ."In  Upper  Egypt'  the  plants  are  less  well  developed  than  last  yoar 
and  flowering  and  boiling  are  backward.      Less  artificial  manuring 
has  been  done  and  here  also  good  August  weather  is  needed  to  obtain 
a  satisfactory  yield. 

"Water  is  sufficient  with  indications  of  later  abundance  on  the 
Delta.      The  water  in  the  open  Assouan  Reservoir  rose  over  a  metre  and 
a  half  during  the  weak  and  tho  discharge  is  now  2,281  cubic  metres  per 
second. "
